F A N S 'BOOING 
MOVES ALBERT 
TO QUIT '49ERS

(AP)'* - 
Frankie Albert, saying he and his 
family have had their fill of boos 
from fans, bows out Sunday as 
coach of the National Football 
League San Francisco 49ers. A 
sellout crowd of 59,000 will jam 
Kezar Stadium for the windup 
game against the Baltimore Colts 
to watch the curtain drop on the 
Albert story. 
It's a fantastic story... All 
America quarterback whose left- 
handed passing sparked Stanford 
through an undefeated season in 
1940 and on to victory over Ne­ 
braska in the Rose Bowl. .. linkup 
with the 49ers in the year they 
organized. 1946 .. . a tosser of 29 
touchdown passes in 1948 ... an 
assistant coach at 35 and head 
coach one year later. 
The 1958 official 49er year book 
even has a title for the story: 
“ Frank Albert . . . man of des­ 
tiny." 


Att But Champ 


But for Albert both as player 
and coach the story lacks the one 
thing for which the 49er fans have 
yelled the loudest—a champion­ 
ship team, Sunday the 49ers will 
have to whip the Baltimore Colts 
to finish at 500 They've won five, 
lost six. 
Albert’s 49er coaching record is 
18 16-1. 
It was failure to win a cham­ 
pionship which brought about the 
firing of Buck Shaw, the 49ers' 
first coach, after the 1954 season. 
Albert, an emotional fellow, was 
on the fringes of the news! confer­ 
ence at which Shaw's discharge 
was announced. Tears streamed 
unchecked down his cheeks. He 
was an ardent admirer o( Shaw. 
A one-year tenure by the late 
Norman P. <Redi Shrader got the 
49ers no nearer pay dirt. Then Al­ 
bert took over. In 1957, he came 
so close The amazing 49ers, lea 
turing the Alley-Ooop touchdown 
pass from Y. A. Tittle to R. C. 
Owens, tied at 8-4 with Detroit 
for the Western 
Division title. 
They led 24-7 at halftime of the 
playoff title game—but lost 31-27. 
That was the high point. This 
reason came the decline and the 
rising boos. 
“ I love football, but my family 
comes first," Albert told a news 
conference, “ When it gets to a 
point where your wife and three 
daughters start sweating cut your 
problems, and when they go to 
the butcher shop and are told 
their father is a bum because he 
didn t win the last game, it s time 
to get out." 
The 49ei fan comes either to 
cheer or boo—but he keeps com 
mg.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
state official, checking on why 
California was billed $26 for a safe 
deposit box. stumbled on a cache 
of prewar Japanese bonds he va 
lies at 15 million dollars. 
They had been forgotten, a! 
though apparently gathering in 
terest for 17 years since being 
seized when Japanese assets in 
the United States were frozen 
shortly before World War II. 
William A Burkett, the state’s 
superintendent of banks, made 
his find public Thursday when he 
asked Superior Court to deter 
mine who owns the bonds. He said 
he asked ‘‘What’s in it?” and 
opened the box after getting the 
bill from the American Trust Co 
Owners were not listed on the 
bonds, which were seized in the 
lobby of the Yokohama Specie 
Bank’s San Francisco branch July 
29, 1941—four days after all Japa 
nese assets in this country were 
frozen as war neared. 
The bonds wound up in the cus 
tody of the state when California 
liquidated enemy banks a f t e r 
Pearl Harbor. The state had been 
paying safe deposit box rental 
since. 
Burkett says he is sure the 
bonds “are worth at least 15 mil­ 
lion dollars in American dollars, 
as of today.”

CALLED HOAX 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (A P )-"I 
think it’s all a hoax." says Ala­ 
bama Gov.-elect John Patterson 
of a Virginia convict’s confession 
that he killed Patterson’s father 
during a robbery attempt in 1954. 
Commenting Thursday night for 
the first time on the statement 
by Calvin W. Pruitt, 28-year-old 
Alabama native .serving a life 
sentence in Virginia, Patterson 
said it appeared false to him.

murder gun, previously missing, 
lias been found. 
They also revealed that wit­ 
nesses who had declined to come 
forward earlier did so after the 
conviction of former Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Albert Fuller on a murder 
charge. 
Their testimony, the sources 
said, reinforces the state s case 
against Fuller, 
who had

charged along with former So­ 
lictor Arch Ferrell and ex-Atty.

Fuller was given a life term, 
Ferrell was acquitted and Garrett 
never stood trial. 
On the basis of the weapon and 
the new testimony, the officials 
said, they were skeptical ufo Pru­ 
itt’s confession.

WASHINGTON (A PI-W est Ger 
man Ambassador W’ilhelm Crewe 
predicted v riday Russia will carry 
out its threat to destroy the four 
power status of Berlin.

"He was naturally pretty de­ 
pressed when he first came here, 
but in the last six weeks, he has 
gained steadily.

Pa., high school wrestler 
who became completely paralyzed 
when he broke his neck in a match 
last March 7, is going home for 
Christmas.

center here Dec. 23. and be home 
for about five days. It’ll be his 
first outing since his injury.
